VickspurG, December 8,—There has 
been for some time trouble brewing. be- 
tween the tax payers association, citizens 
and tape officials. The sheriff was 
acting without legal bond and the board 
of ny here permeee “ order a new 
one, although the time for ing taxes 
had strived. _—— 

Two or three other officials were under 
indictment for for and embezzle- 
ment, and citizens, despairing of any re- 
ief from partisan courts, held a meetin 
last Wednesday, and in a body procedde 
to the court house to demand the resig- 
nation of the sheriff, chancery clerk, 
auditor and coroner. All fled exeept 
sheriff Crosby, a negro, and he signed 
| his resignation. Saturday acard appear- 
ed in the streets signed by Crosby, calling 
on all citizens of the county, republicans 
white and black, to come to his aid an 
support him in his position. Crosbey, 
publicly and through the newspapers, 
denied the authorship of the card, yet 
this morning armed bodies of negroes ap- 
peared, advancing on the city from, six 
different roads. ‘The alarm was sounded 
about 9 o'clock, and the citizens gathered 
en masse armed, and immedia‘ely ad- 
vanced to meet the negroes on Baldwin’s 
ferry road. The negroes were met just 
outside the city on Grove street, about 
200 strong. The negroes were warned 
to disperse, but they refused and firing im- 
mediately began on both sides. The ne- 
groes retreated about one mile and again 
made a stand in the old breastworks 
and house, but were soon routed. The 
loss in this engagement was one citizen, 
Oliver Brown, who was killed. There 
Was about twelve or fifteen negroes 
killed aud several wounded, and about 
twenty prisoners were taken on the Hills 
Ferry road. About two hundred and 
fifty negroes were met and routed after a 
short engagement, with several killed 
and wounded Andrew Owens, who: com- 
manded the negroes in Baldwin's ferry 
road, was captured and  commit- 
ted to jail. In an interview with a repor- 
ter, Owens says he was ordered by Sher- 
iff Crosby to come to the city to-day with 
allarmed men, he could get together. 
Andrew Stockhouse from Newton, one of 
the captured negroes, saysfan order for all 
the negroes tocome to Vicksburg this 
morning, wasread in church Sunday. 
Crosby who is under guard at the court 
house denies that he gave any such orders 
as reported this evening. The negroes 
urecommitting depredations in the 
country. The intense excitement that 
prevailed this morning subsided to a 
great degree, yet many citizens are under 
arms and all roads are picketed. The 
latest evidence just received renders it 
absolutely certain that governor Ames 
and his attorney-general, George E. Har- 
ris, incited and advised an invasion of 
this city, by negroes to-day. This evi- 
dence has been laid before the ablest 
lawyers of the city with aview to arrest 
and bringibg these parties to this city for 
trial. oS ;

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Comments of the Press.

(By Telegraph to The Constitution. | 


New York, December 8.—The Herald 
says: The message of Grant is a more 
creditable document, both in point of 
reasoning and literary execution, than 
its predecessors from the same source. 
The president makes it clear enough that 
in his views the three principal causes 
which have led to the disastrous defeat 
of his party are,a prostration in business, 
the condition of the southern states, and 
the unsuccessful experiments in reform 
ing civil service. This is not directly 
stated, but it is necessarilv implied in the 
texture of his views on those subjects, 
The sum of the message, so far as it has 
a party bearing, is a commitment of the 
president to the restoratton of a sound 
currency ,a promise to treat the south with 
justice and abandon civil service re- 
form,unless congress supports it by legis- 
lation; This isthe programme of President 
Grant for reinstating the republican par- 
ty. The Presidenthas got the Spanish 
question into such a state, that it can be 
fanned ina flame whenever he thinks it 
expedient. Iie relies on the country to 
support him in war when the abolition 
of slaveryin Cuba and the breaking of 
the yoke of colonial servitude will be the 
leading ideas, but General Grant makes 
astupendous mistake if he _ thinks 
he can play this desperate 
game with success. If he has pigeon 
holed our just complaint against Spain 
with such purpose, he will have cause to 
regret the day when he meditated such a 
trick. Financial recommendations of 
the message are sound in principle but 
defective in details. The Times consid- 
ers the president’s views on finance have 
undergone no change, and his proposi- 
tion to — the legaltender clause is 
sound. The president, in stating that he 
will sustain Rellogg does not say what 
he will do about Packard 
or Casey, which is a pity. The Times 
thinks the president’s reference to south- 
ern matters is plain advice, given in kind- 
ness and frankness, We are sorry that 
he annonnces his intention of abandon- 
‘ing theeivil’service reform, ufless con- 
ress distinctly supports it by legislation. 
t was an attempt that promised much, 
aml might have been made to yield great 
fruit. ‘ith his recommendation as to 
specie payment and (free  bank- 
ing, we are in entire sympathy, 
The Tribune considers this the best 
message of the president, probably be- 
cause written under the chastening of 
the late elections. It condemns his posi- 
tion towards Louisiana, but commen 
nearly all the rest of the message. 
The Sun says the president’s message 
is reasonable, sound and theoretical on 
hard money and the return to specie pay- 
ments; but his arguments are not as 
urgent as his theories are sound. While 
some of his plans for retiring our paper 
money and reviving gold-and silver as a 
¢irculating medium, will provoke severe 
criticism, not only of the inflationists but 
of the hard money men as well, with the 
xéeption of his recommendation of the 
free banking view he now expresses con- 
cerniag the currency, are but a reitera- 
tion of his veto of the greenback bill of 


last session. |

THE BOY ASTRONOMER. 


vation of the Transit of Venus. 


(From St. Nicholas.) 


The first transit of Venus ever seen by 


a human eye, was predicted by a boy, 
and was observed by that boy just as he 
reached) the age of manhood. 
His name ‘was Jeremiah Horrox. We 
have a somewhat wonderful story 
to tell you about this boy. 

He livedin an obscure village near 
Liverpool, England. He was a lover of 
books of science, and before he reached 
the age of eighteen he had mastered the 
pire aba mes knowledge of the day. He 
studied the problems of Kepler, and he 
made the discovery that the tables of 
Kepler indicated the near approach of 
the transit of Venus across the sun's 
center. This was about the year 1635. 

Often on midsummer nights the boy 
Horrox might have been seen in the fields 
watching the planet Venus. The desire 
sprung up within him to see the transit 
of the beautiful planet across the disc of 
the sun, for it was a sight that no eye 
had ever seen, and one that would tend 
to solve some of the greatest problems 
ever presented to the mind of an astrono- 
mer. So the boy began to examine the 
astronomical tables of Kepler, and by 


what time the next transit would occur. 
He found an error in the tables, and then 
he being the first of all astrononters to 
‘make the precise calculation, discovered 
the exact date when the next transit 
wold take place. 

He told his secret to an intimate friend, 
& boy, who, like himself, loved science. 
The young astronomer then awaited the 
event which he had predicted for a num- 
ber of years, never seeing* the loved 
planet in the shaded evening sky without 

reaming of the day when the transit 
should fulfill the beautiful vision he car- 
ried in his mind. 
¢i:The memorable year came at last— 
1639. ‘The predicted day of the transit 
came, too, at the end of the year. It 
wasSunday. It found Horrox, the boy 
astronomer, now just passed twenty 
years of age intently watching a sheet of 
paper in a private room, on which lay 
the sun’s reflected image, ‘Over this re- 
flection of the sun’s dise on the paper he 
expected moment by moment to see the 
planet pass like a moving spot or a 
shadow. 

Suddenly the church-bells rang. He 
was a very religious youth, and was ac- 
customed to heed the church bells as a 
call from heaven. The paper still was 
spotless; no shadow broke the outer 
edge of the sun’s luminous circles.
